Another Great Match. 

How a Rule is Evaded. 
Maryland Meeting. 
Two-Year-Old Situation. 

And still there is another of the match races 
that is assured. This is the meeting between 
Carl Wiedemanns In Memoriam, winner of 
the Latonia Championship Stakes from both 
Zev and My Own, and the Rancocas Stable’s 
three-year-old. These two colts will come to- 
gether at Churchill Downs Saturday, and it 
will be a race that will either verify the run- 
ning of the Latonia Championship or Zev will 
wipe out that defeat. As a matter of fact Zev 
seems to have the better of In Memoriam in 
this newest match. The colts are to come 
together at a mile and a quarter, and it is a 
play or pay proposition. Zev has long sinre 
proved his mud running ability and, while In 
Memoriam has shown to best advantage over 
a fast track, it is hardly to be expected that 
he will not be raced through muddy going 
rather than forfeit the $10,000 side wager that 
is a part of the match. 

Altogether that is a match that has some 
thing of a sporting flavor, for the parties to it 
are each putting up $10,000, which is an 
equal amount to the stake that is offered by 
the Kentucky Jockey Club. It is. coming bark 
to the old idea where the sportsmen made the 
matches rather than wait for this or that 
association to offer inducements to bring horses 
together. In Memoriam was such an easy 
winner of the Latonia Championship that it 
is natural that Mr. Wiedemann should be firm 
in the belief that his sterling son of McGee is 
the master of Zev. Hildreth is just as con- 
fident that In Memoriam has beaten Zev for 
the last lime. That is the spirit that brings 
about match races; it is the spirit that will 
always mean much to racing. The horse is 
the thing, and when there is the admiration 
for the horse there is sure to be a healthy turf. 



While on the subject of match races it 
might be said that there is a chance to overdo 
that sort of racing. Incidentally match races 
are contrary to the rules of racing, and they 
must always be known by some other name. 
However, the rule has been evaded and these 
have been called specials. The most pro 
nounced -evasion of the rul?, of course, was the 
meeting of Harry F. Sinclair’s Zev and Ben 
Irish’s Papyrus at Belmont Park on October 
20. That was a match in everything except 
the side wager that is usual in matches, but 
in all of the publicity it was carefully called 
the International race rather than the Inter- 
national match. 

It was a race in which only two horses were 
eligible, Papyrus and the three year-old to be 
selected to run against him. In most of the 
matches that have been made sine 3 the enact- 
ment of the rule prohibiting matches there 
have been conditions framed that would look to 
the bringing together of two particular horses, 
but there was always conditions that did not 
bar all others. Under the rub of the Jockey 
dub this meeting between Zev and In Me- 
moriam should be open to My Own or any

Twenty Years Ago Today 



This will not be done, but it is readily seen 
that in the epidemic of match races the rules 
have been forgotten, and it would be well to 
stop and consider before this goes much farther. 
There are real sporting matches that do racing 
good in the spirit they show, but when matches 
are put on merely for their drawing power at 
the gate, or merely for the money that is to 
be won, they are not altogether sporting 
matches. 

The real sporting match can be made be- 
tween any sportsmen without the aid of the 
purse from a racing association, and they can 
readily be decided in the forenoon over any 
race course. 



With the Pimlico meeting of the Maryland 
Jockey Club completed there only remains that 
at Marlboro and the meeting of the Southern 
Maryland Association to be conducted at Bowie. 
In the last two years Marlboro has enjoyed 
an altogether new importance for the reason 
that it has had open time, and it has come at 
a season when there arc no end of first-class 
horses available. Marlboro is sandwiched in 
between the closing of Pimlico and the opening 
of Bowie. Many of the big stables that raced 
at Pimlico will remain over for the sport at 
Bowie and not a few of them will keep some 
of their horses busy in the interim at Marlboro. 
Thus it is that the Marlboro dates are peculiarly 
fortunate. And Bowie continues to grow in 
importance. From its beginning Bowie has 
steadily grown in importance, and its meetings 
mean more and more every year. This year 
many of the larger racing establishments that 
usually went into retirement at the close of 
the Pimlico meeting will wait over for what 
is offer’d by James F. O’Hara and his asso- 
ciates at the Bowie racing ground. The old 
faithful will always be there, but they will not 
find it as easy as it was a few years back to 
win races. Joseph McLennan, to make the rac- 
ing attractive for these better-class horses, has 
framed a book that makes certain good con- 
tests. 



The running of the two divisions of the 
Walden at Pimlico Saturday did not make any 
material change in the two-year-old estimates 
of the year. While both races brought about 
good contests and it gave ecch winner — Stan- 
wix and Senator Norris— a new importance 



prominently and with the possible exception 
of St. James the championship rests between 
the pair of them. As for Happy Thoughts, 
of course, she must not be let out of consid- 
eration. But she was so decisively beaten by 
Sarazen that for the time being at least she 
is eliminated. Of course, the track condition 
may have had much to do with the result of 
that meeting, but it is not likely that she will 
ever see the day that she can beat Mrs. Van 
derbilt’8 gelding over any sort of a track or 
any sort of a distance.

Young 
Parke was absent from the saddle because of 
a ten-day suspension and it appeared an 
almost certainty that P. Walls, who was only 
three mounts behind Parke, would regain the 
leadership. But here’s where Parke’s luck 
entered the picture. Walls did not ride 
even one winner though he had some twenty 
odd mounts. However, while the scores of 
Parke and Walls remained unchanged, Earl 
Sande made a substantial gain when he 
rede six winners and tied Walls for second 
place. L. McAtee had the top score of last 
week, seven, and is fourth on the list with 
an advantage of five winning mounts over L.

The Winner of the Cesarewitch Is 
by the Great Prince Palatine. 



His Sir© Now Standing at E. F. Simms* 
Xalapa Farm — Conceded to Be Best 
Son of an Illustrious Father.

LONDON, England, Oct. 19.— A. K. Ma- 
comber purchased Rose Prince a few months 
ago for, it is stated, $15,000. The colt was 
owned by Baron Baeyens. There were rea- 
sons why he sold him, though the son of 
Prince Palatine did carry the baron’s colors 
with success. 

After Rose Prince won his big trial at 
Poissy his owner and friends supported him 
for the big Newmarket handicap. His price 
was then 40 to 1. I think I am not exag- 
gerating in stating that those closely as- 
sociated with Rose Prince won over $250,000 
as a result of his short head victory over 
Teresina. 

Rose Prince is by that great horse Prince 
Palatine, now located at Edward F. Simms’ 
beautiful Xalapa Farm near Paris in Ken- 
tucky. He is easily the best son of Prince 
Palatine. It will be recalled that the Due 
Decazes bought him from J. B. Joel. He 
paid $200,000 for Prince Palatine at Good- 
wood. Mr. Joel was most disappointed in 
the horse's fertility, wnich did not improve 
in France. 

HIS LINEAGE. 

The fourth dam of Rose Prince was taken 
from England to France in 1879. This was 
Merry May, by Knight of the Garter. She

At the stud he failed in England 
but was a big success in France. 

May Pole won the French 1,000 Guineas 
and eight other races. Sh© bred six winners 
of thirty races. One of these winners was 
her daughter Rose de Mai (by Callistrate). 
She won both the French 1,000 Guineas and 
the Oaks. She had several successful off- 
spring, including Gaillarde IL, a sister to 
Eglentine. The latter, a daughter of that 
great race horse and stallion Perth (grand- 
son of Gailliard and Barcaldine), won four 
races in her second and third seasons. Eg- 
lentine (the dam of Rose Prince) was bred 
in 1906. So far she has produced four win- 
ners of twenty-seven races and close upon 
170,000 francs in France. 

WON FIVE RACES IN FRANCE. 

Prior to his Cesarewitch victory Rose 
Prince had won five victories in France. On 
September 3 he was unexpectedly beaten a 
short head at Longchamps in a two-mile 
race. He is a thoroughly genuine stayer, 
with plenty of speed, characteristics which 
he undoubtedly inherits from his sire and 
the maternal grands re. He is a good-looking 
colt; perhaps a little on the leg. He may 
make a good stallion if he can overcome the 
fatality which seems to attach to the St. 
Simon male line. Perhaps he will establish 
one. It would be welcome. 

Teresina is by Tracery, sire of Papyrus. 
Ceylonese, which was third in the St. Leger 
last year, is a son of the Cesarewitch win- 
ner Willonyx, as is Miwani, which finished 
fourth. Ceylonese looked fit for any task. 
He is the first foal of his dam, Excelita, a 
daughter of Dark Ronald. She is almost full 
sister to Brown Prince and to Ambassador, 
the sire of St James. These two good stal- 
lions are sons of Excellenza, which bred 
Excellence (by Gallinule). Her first foal 
was Excelita, by Dark Ronald, the sire of 
Brown Prince and Ambassador. 

It will be seen that the American breeders, 
E. F. Simms, Arthur B. Hancock, Frederick 
Johnson and Hal Price Headley, all had a 
peculiarly personal interest in the Cesare- 
witch this year.

Nominations for Pimlico Futurity 
of 1926 — Includes Some from 
English Breeders. 



PIMLICO, Md., Nov. 12.— The Pimlico 
Futurity of 1926 closed Monday, November 5, 
1923, with a gratifying list of entries, which 
are now being classified and arranged for 
publication, numbering about 1,613. 

Every stock farm of note is represented 
and the number of small breeders on the list 
shows the wide extent of the thoroughbred 
Industry. 

Nominations have also been made of some 
of the most prominent British breeders, 
among whom may be mentioned such well- 
known names as the Sledmere Stud, Lords 
Manton and Furness, Sir Richard C. Brooks 
and Charles T. Pulley, who have made 
thirty -two entries in all to this rich stake. 

Of these, the Sledmere Stud founded in 
Yorkshire by Sir Talton Sykes and now con- 
ducted by his widow Lady Sykes with the 
assistance of Mr. Henry A. Cholomondily, an 
authority on breeding, is probably the most 
roted. From the famous stud, Lcmonora 
sold for $16,500; Westward IIo, for $57,500; 
Blue Ensign, for $72,500 as yearlings. 

Thirteen of the Sledmere yearlings aver- 
aged over $21,000 one year and sixteen year- 
lings over $19,000 in another. This year’s 
sensational two-year-old Mumtaz Mahal, 
purchased as a yearling for about $45,00u 
by the Aga Khan, is a product of the Sled- 
mere Stud. 

Lcmonora, winner of the Donchaster 
Champagne Stakes, was owned by Mr. Joseph 
Watson, father of the present Lord Mantor, 
who has made entries for the Pimlico Fu- 
turity’. His horses are trained by Alex Tay- 
lor, considered the dean of English trainers, 
and he takes his title from Mantor, one of 
the most completely equipped racing and 
breeding establishments in the world. 

Lord Furness, another nomination of the 
Pimlico Futurity, owns the famous mare 
Salamander, by St Frusquin — Electra, by 
Eager, which was purchased from L. Neu- 
man for the record price for a brood mare 
of $S0,000. The Furness Stud, although only 
started since the war is rich in blood lines 
and no expense has been spared to get to- 
gether the best available mares. 

Another of the English nominations to the 
Pimlico Futurity is Charles T. Pulley, owner 
of Poor Boy, the French-bred sire of Admiral 
Cary T. Grayson’s Scoop and also of Oisean 
Bleu, a well-known son of Gallinule, some of 
whose offspring have been imported to the 
United States. 

Sir Richard C. Brooks has also made en- 
tries and it looks as if the International 
match race was beginning to bear fruit in a 
closer co-operation between the sportsmen 
of both countries.

“They made a sporting proposition — $10,- 
000 a side, pay or play, with the Kentucky 
Jockey Club adding $10,000, and Carl Wiede- 
mann, owner of In Memoriam, accepted it 
promptly and generously. Both horses have 
thousands of admirers and there is nation- 
wide interest in the contest. 

“The $35,000 Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes 
is a star attraction in itself. Wise Coun- 
sellor, winner of the Queen City Handicap, 
and for which J. H. Ward paid $66,000, is a 
sure starter. I have just received a telegram 
from J. S. McClelland that the queen of 
the filly division.

Good Card Listed for Nov. 29 — 
Seven Races on Saturday and 
Sunday, Six on Other Days. 



The program book for the first nine days of 
the one hundred or more days of racing at 
Havana, beginning Thanksgiving Day, No- 
vember 29, has been issued and distributed 
among the horsemen racing in Kentucky 
and Maryland. It is in keeping with the 
recent announcement that the purses will 
range from $600 upward. For the first day 
there are two $600 purses, three of $700, and 
the Thanksgiving Handicap of $1,200. 

W. H. Shelley, the racing secretary, who 
will also act as one of the judges, compiled 
the book and has used all the skill acquired 
by years of experience in this class of work 
to provide a particularly attractive program. 

The first race each day will begin at 2:30 
p. m. and six races will be run daily, except 
Saturday and Sunday, when an additional 
race will be carded. As in former years there 
will be no racing on Monday, that being the 
off day, while, of course, as is the custom 
in all Latin countries, Sunday will be the 
big day of the week. 

There will be no racing on Friday, De- 
cember 7, as that will be General Maceo 
Memorial day and one of general mourning 
throughout Cuba. 

The inaugural program for Thursday, No- 
vember 29, Thanksgiving Day, is here pre- 
sented: 

FIRST DAY, THURSDAY, NOVEMBER 29.

Through his dam, Enchantress, In Memo- 
riam gets stout blood. She was by Collar, 
a son of St. Simon — Ornament by Bend Or. 
Ornament also foaled Sceptre, one of the 
greatest mares of the English turf, whose 
tattles with the colts are still talked about. 
Sceptre won the St Leger, Oaks, One Thou- 
sand and Two Thousand Guineas, the Jockey 
Club Stakes, and split Ard Patrick and Rock 
Sand in a memorable race for the Eclipse 
Stakes. 

As Sceptre was by the Derby winner. Per- 
simmon, one of the best sons of St. Simon, 
she is almost a sister to Collar, whose fame 
in the United States has hitherto rested on 
the showing of his good son Frank Gill, 
which raced so well hereabouts twenty years 
ago in the colors of Jack McGinnis. 

There isn’t a trace of anything but Eng- 
lish blood in the pedigree of In Memoriam, 
which was bought for $8,200 as a yearling 
by Frank J. Kelley at the Saratoga sales. 

Robert Gilmore, the young man who trains 
the hero of the Latonia Championship, 
was a jockey of more than ordinary ablity, 
riding in the West and Southwest until in- 
creasing weight made him take up training 
as a lifetime occupation. 

The effort of the French turf authorities 
to bring about a meeting between their cham- 
pion three-year-old, Epinard, and Zev is one 
of the quick fruits of the International race. 
That the seed should have germinated so 
quickly must be gratifying to the Jockey 
Club, whose avowed purpose in framing the 
International race was to promote more cor- 
dial relationships between American racing 
authorities and those of other countries. 

Whether the desire for a meeting between 
Epinard and Zev will be as keen as before 
the Latonia race remains to be seen. Now 
that the ice has been broken, however, the 
chance of other international contests be- 
ing promoted would seem to be good. Time 
and a little diplomacy would seem to be all 
that is needed to bring about conditions that 
would have been termed visionary twelve 
months ago.
